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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

1 . In the double patenting rejection of 4/4/06, as noted by the applicant, the 
examiner incorrectly cited the copending application and intended to cite USSN 
10/728780. However, upon further review of the double patenting rejection applied on 
4/4/06 and in light of the applicant's remarks, the double patenting rejection is deemed 
improper because USSN 10/728780 is not the same invention as the pending 
application nor is the combination of USSN 10/728780 with US Pat. 5,710,070 an 
obvious variation of the pending application. Therefore, the double patenting rejection 
applied by the examiner on the office action of 4/4/06 has been WITHDRAWN. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

- The primary reasons for allowance of claims 1,19, and 38 are due to the 
inclusion of the limitation which states "the heater and the integrated circuit 
metallization layers are substantially planar and at least partially overlapping, the 
metallization layers electrically connected to the heater electrodes by vias, the 
cross sectional area of all the vias being greater than 50% of the surface area of 
one side of the heater" and the persuasiveness of the applicant's arguments. 
The limitation overcomes the prior art. 
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- The reason for allowance of clainds 3-18. 21-37, and 40-54 is due to their 
dependency from claims 1,19, and 38.
